all used is 544 Camp Street, which is identical with a side entrance used by the 
2H to mask this address, 531 Lafayette Street. 

Cairo claims to have been interrogated for 100 hours. The National 
.Archives ss ys it nee no single FBI report or even rofexenee to him. I request 
copies of all relevant data, I presume it shodldaot have been denied taa warren 
Oorri ission and would prefer to believe it ia misfiled sous where.
